Regarding the independent claims, Applicant asserts Kuzma already provides an anti-rotation and anti-translation design, and that the 
combination of Kuzma with Dutcher would require significant modification. Applicant asserts Kuzma already provides an anti-rotation 
design by way of a slit and flattened electrode array. However, the combination of Kuzma with Dutcher as proposed by the previous Office 
Action is not motivated by providing an anti-rotation design, but rather to enhance tissue ingrowth to fimily fix the lead to target tissue, 
which happens to also prevent rotation. In light of this, Applicant further asserts Kuzma already provides an anti-translation design to 
firmly fix the electrode array to the target tissue. However, the flaps and shoulder of Kuzma is still subject to deviations from the 
longitudinal axis, and the combination of Dutcher and Kuzma provides an even more secure electrode arrangement than the flaps and 
shoulder of Kuzma alone. Finally, Applicant asserts that substantial modification must be made to combine Dutcher with Kuzma in order 
to insert the array as shown in Figure 5 of Kuzma. However, the Office notes that Figure 5 of Kuzma shows only an alternate insertion 
technique whereas Figure 2 shows the primary insertion technique. The Office contends that combining Kuzma and Dutcher to perform 
the insertion technique as shown in Figure 2 would involve only simple modifications that are certainly within the grasp of one with ordinary 
skill in the art. 
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
